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CAMP CHAFFEE LIBRARY MUCH LIKE 


CIVILIAN SISTERS 
By Corporal W. E. Conners 


The Post Library of Camp Chaffee 
is operated exactly like its civilian 
counterparts—with the exception of 
its “customers”. 


It seems that trainees and cadre 
personnel rely upon the Post Library 
for all information from telephone 
numbers to dates. 


Recently, a certain Private First 
Class strolled nonchalantly into the 
library, laid his card on the desk and 
asked: “Can I check out the librarian 
for a down-town dance?” 


Some people have an impression 
that libraries are rather dull places, 
but not so at Chaffee. The up-to-date 
Post Library is attractively furnished 
with modern furniture, fluorescent 
lighting, and a good cooling system. 
It is staffed by highly trained per- 
sonnel. 


There are several sections of the 
Chaffee Library, including the Med- 
ical, Judge Advocate (legal), Engi- 
neers, Quartermaster and Hospital 
libraries. These different sections 
contain a total of 11,222 books rang- 
ing from a children’s selection to 
technical and field manuals. 


The main post library is headed by 
Miss Marguerite DeGroote of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., a Special Services libra- 
rian, a civilian secretary and one en- 
listed man. Other sections, located 
in different buildings, employ various 
numbers of people, depending upon 
the size of the section. 


In addition to the many books 
available to personnel here, there is 
a music room with a record player 
in the main library and a collection 
of 1500 records that may be checked 
out, just like books. 


“We lose very few books”, said 
Miss DeGroote. “Considering that 


we check out about 70 books on an 
average day, we handle about 25,000 
books in a year. Of that number, we 
lose less than 50 books.” 


The library is often referee and 
final judge in disputes. The two 
sides, upon reaching a_ stalemate, 
come to the library for a decision. 


In one instance, two trainees rather 
bashfully asked for information 
on coat buttons. They had been 
arguing for two weeks as to why men 
button their coats on one side and 
women on the other. The library 
provided this answer: In days gone 
by, men often carried swords under 
their coats, and in some cases were 
forced to make a quick draw. but- 
tons were arranged to make this 
easier and quicker. 


One trainee walked in just before 
closing time, grasping a dead snake. 
He “just wanted to know what kind 
it was.” He had killed it in his pup 
tent while on bivouac. The library 
supplied the identification, but re- 
fused to co-operate when the soldier 
wanted to sell the snake’s body. 


Another soldier, an_ instructor, 
asked for the “love life” of a butter- 
fly. Not knowing just where to look 
for this information, Corporal “Bud- 
dy” Bishop, New Orleans, questioned 
the man more closely and discovered 
that he wanted to know the life cycle 
of the butterfly. The soldier needed 
the information for one of his classes. 


The children’s section of the library 
does a booming business. According 
to Miss DeGroote, children are among 
the most eager people who visit the 
library. 


“They make a bee-line for the fairy 
tales before they get inside the 
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door,” she smiled. “It is fun to watch 

them, and in a way it is very gratify- 

ing to see them run to the books.”

GENERAL PRINCIPLES GOVERNING DISTRIBUTION OF 
STATE AID TO COUNTY AND REGIONAL LIBRARIES 
FOR CALENDAR YEAR, 1952? 


Adopted December 8, 1951 


Arkansas Library Commission Board 


I. State aid shall be granted on 
the basis of five cents per capita, 
1940 census. This grant is to be paid 
quarterly. 


II. Any money remaining in the 
state aid fund June 30, 1952, at the 
end of the Arkansas Library Commis- 
mission fiscal year (July 1, 1952— 
June 30, 1952) shall be distributed 
equally among county and regional 
libraries having the following quali- 
fications on January 1, 1952: 


1. The one-mill tax for support of 
the library. 


2. Library service for white and 
Negro in the county or region.” 


3. Consolidation of administration 
of city and county libraries in 
the county or region. 


Payment of this grant shall be 
made as soon after July 1, 1952, as 
annual report of the library is receiv- 
ed and approved by the Arkansas 
Library Commission. 


III. The use of state aid money 
shall be unrestricted and shall be left 
to the discretion of the local library 
board provided that: 


1.The appointment of head libra- 
rian is approved by the Arkan- 
sas Library Commission Board. 


2.At least twenty per cent (20%) 
of the total budget of the library 
is spent for books. 


3.The county or region’s support 
of the library is not reduced. 


4. State aid is not used for the pur- 
chase of a site or building. 


In accord with these regulations all 
libraries in Arkansas established un- 
der Act 244 prior to January 1, 1952, 
are receiving quarterly state aid 
granted on a five cents per capita 
basis, 1940 census. During 1952 no 
library is receiving from the contin- 
uation fund any less than it has re- 
ceived any year since 1940. 


The state aid fund was reduced by 
the last legislature from $101,000 per 
year to $75,000. In order to maintain 
aid to already established libraries, 
no state aid was available for estab- 
lishment of new libraries in 1952. 
Library authorities do not recom- 
mend the establishment of library 
service in new areas unless the finan- 
cial support for the library is assured. 
In Arkansas the legal limit of sup-

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port is the one-mill tax. No less than 
this is adequate in any county in Ark- 
ansas. It is far from adequate in 
many counties. 


The only county without county- 
wide library service to vote a tax 
(one-half mill) in the general elec- 
tion, 1950, was Lafayette County. 
Columbia County extended service to 
Lafayette County in July, 1951. A 
grant of state aid money to demon- 
strate library service was given to 
the new regional library, Columbia- 
Lafayette, at the end of the last bi- 
ennium, June 30, 1951. 


Pulaski County and Union Coun- 
ty, with already established county 
libraries, passed the one-mill tax in 
1950, making a total of 28 counties 
having the one-mill tax. 


June 30, 1952, after payment of the 
continuation fund of five cents per 
capita to all established libraries, the 
amount remaining in the state aid 
fund was $13,158.18. This amount 
was not adequate to establish a new 
library, even with the addition of 
$4,033.52, which was allowed to be 
transferred from unspent salary 
fund. A total of $17,191.70 was di- 
vided among the counties achieving 
the three goals set by the Arkansas 
Library Commission by January 1, 
1952.

Divided among the 25 counties 
achieving the goals, the amount for 
each county was $687.66. As soon as 
annual reports were received and 
approved, the Arkansas Library 
Commission sent a check for $687.66 
to each of these counties. Placards 
to be displayed in the library and 
on the bookmobile have been sent to 
the following counties, indicating that 
the three goals were attained: Clark, 
Columbia, Conway, Craighead, Dal- 
las, Desha, Drew, Franklin, Fulton, 
Garland, Hempstead, Independence, 
Jackson, Jefferson, Johnson, Law- 
rence, Lincoln, Logan, Phillips, Ran- 
dolph, Sebastian’, Sharp, Sevier 
Washington, Woodruff. 


The Arkansas Library Commission 
congratulates these libraries for their 
achievements. The primary function 
of the Arkansas Library Commission 
is the setting of standards for the 
libraries in Arkansas. Unless the 
standards are high, progress cannot 
be expected. State aid should serve 
as an incentive to the citizens of the 
county to improve library service. 
The state organization and the local 
community together can reach new 
goals of better service.
